The first blow 
was dealt iu tho sanguinary affray near Bal- 
laghadereeu.

whole wretched busi- 


ness sprang, it may be said, from nothing. 
Tho process server, who was beinu escorted 
by tbo police under Sergeant Armstrong, 
who lost his life, was not in the act of dis 
charging his duty. 
He was passing along 


the country road to a part of the country 
at 
a 
considerable 
distance 
from 


the scene of attack, when ho was assailed. 
When Armstrong fired the first shot, which 
killed a peasant, he was felled to tho ground 
by n blow 
from 
a stone, and after his 


comrades had been beaten off, the wounded 
man was treated in tho most horrible man- 
ner. At the inquest the doctors described 
his head aa having been beaten into a perfect 
jelly. 
His skull was fractured in every 


direction, and his brain was softened to n 
pulp. How tbo man survived this treatment 
for four days is n mystery. 
It is feared that 


tbis dreadful occurrence will putaii end to 
tho much-vaunted forbearance of tho con 
stabulary, among whom the brutal affair has 
already borne evil fruit.

written by a young lady both blind and 
deaf : — 


To tho good people who nre interested in 


the hnppiness of tho blind : If Kcoi«g.peo- 
ple could only know what great pleasure it 
is to tho blind to have books to rend, I am 
sure they i/oulti do nil in their power to 
contrive bJoks for them. 
I hnd my sight 


aud hearing several years,, and learned to 
read n few little books, mid when I first 
became blind nnd deaf I often took books 
in my hand nud said to myself, 
IJOh, that 


could read these books !" I had heard 


somebody say before I wns blind that there 
wore books of raised letters which tho blind 
could rend by feeling. 
I thought it impos- 


sible, but I wished I hnd ono to try ; and 
when Miss Bond, the kind lady who taught 
me all I know, brought the first book of 
blind type to mo I wns tilled with surprise, 
aud delighted to find how onsy it wns,

date of (he 7th lost., as 


follows:—I hnvo just arrived 
hero from 


Constantinople, nud find ft picture of deso- 
lation such na is rarely beheld.

looks as if it had been terribly bombarded. 
Hundreds of houses are transformed into a 
shapeless inaes of ruins, under which He 
buried au unknown number of victims. A 
majority of tho remaining houses IUG already 
cracked find roofless, nnd may fall at any 
moment.

every building in lift 


town bus fluffered more or less. The in- 
habitants wander about, anxiou/rto search 
for missing relntivos or lost property, but 
are afraid to risk their lives in tho perilous 
work of clearing away tho rubbish. 
Many 


who are willing to expose themselves to 
tho danger nra prevented by friends or 
by the police. 
Fear, grief and despair are 


depicted on nenrly every fuce.

some end or tragic talo to tell. The first 
shock was felt on Sunday afternoon at about 
Lot) o'clock.

mirsliugs, piniug away in the slums of our 
manufacturing towns, might bo saved by an 
occasional sun bath. Aside from its warmth 
nnd its chemical influence on vegetal oxygon 
Huuligbt exercises upon certain organisms 
n 
vitalizing 
influence 
which 
sci- 


ence has uot yet quite explained, but whose 
effect ia illustrated by tho contrast between 
the weoda of n Bhady grove ami those of the 
Biiulit fields, between tho rnult grass of n 
deep valley and tho aromatic herbage of a 
mountain meadow, 
ns well as by the 


peculiar wholesome appearance of n "aim- 
burned" person or n sun-ripened fruit. Sun- 
light is too cheap to become n fashionable 
remedy, but its hygienic influence can 
hardly be overrated.

solar caloric. 
Children like it instinctively : 


most babies are fond of rummaging iti some 
tangible, yielding element.

a sunny beach, get a carload of river saml, 
spread it and expose it lo the suu for a 
couple of hours, then rake it together, mix 
it ad captandutn with a bushel of peb- 
bles (good-sized ones, lost they might bo 
mistaken for sugar plums), 
divest your 


bambino of all superfluous clothing, and let 
him wallow—all afternoon, if he chooses ; 
if the surface of the pile gets too warm, 
instinct will teach him to dig down to the 
"cooler substrata. 
Or take him to u meadow 


where fresh hay has been piled up in little 
stacks; climbing nud tumbling will do him 
more good than lying motionless in a narrow 
baby carriage. The inventor of the kin- 
dergarten recommends a grassy hollow with 
scattered playthings, piles of dry leaves, 
eto., (near a shnde-tree in mid-summer), 
where young pquealers can take care of 
themselves for nn hour or two, and warrants 
thnt they will not cry unless tlieir botanic 
researches happen to acquaint them with 
the properties of tho German horse nettle.
